As to independent claims 95 and 99, the prior art does not disclose or render obvious at the time 
the invention was made a surgical suction irrigation apparatus comprising a pump unit having a 
deenergized condition in which it is inert to gravity pressure, and a energized, pressure adding condition 
in which irrigation liquid in a supply tube downstream of pump is at higher than gravity pressure; and an 
irrigation valve unit including a deenergized/energized pump control.
